Mr Ust has enclosed 
long -list of the villages visited on the 
North West river, giving the number ofdis- 
tressed poraons in each, but as the names are 
mostly utterly foreign to our readers ears 
and give no indication as to their cxsct 
whereabouts, we will content ourselves by 
giving the total figures, which are certiin+ 
jy, a8 imposing’ as the detailed list. The 
statiatics given show that in 74 villages, 
over 4,000 houses had been utterly ruined, 
and 25, 00 persons rendered . destitute.

i some places sand has been brought down by. 


the water and lies to a depth of four feet 
over the soil, so that it is almost doubtfal if 
itcan ever be rechimed But even suppos- 
Ing the people arc able to clear the ground 
and plani their second crop, it will be four 
months, before it is fit for yathexing, and 
what aro they to do meanwhile + 

Then, again, the people have suffered 
severaly in the low oftheir silkworm: and 
thetr fish, by therearing of both of which 
many handreds of them. gained their live- 
lihood. 

Notwithstanding all the -food that has 
alrendy been distributed by the various.re- 
lief .parties, the pangs of hunger are in 
many cases being: keenly felt. I sevoral 
times saw tlie people fishing up from under 
the water the almost mature but sodden 
grain, which they were catrying off to dry. 
and eat, notwithstanding. the fact that it 
wns. already aprouting aud growing. At 
various places, as our boats moved slowly 
up the river, crovds uf poor wretched men, 
women, and children woud come down to 
the bank clamouring for fvod and imploring 
us to visit: their villages ond see for our- 
solves their distress. Such scenes reached 
their climax on Wednesday, the 15th, when 
wo were passing Shoung-tii. Here. we 
found about 150 people- gathered -who, 
funcying that we were going to pass them 
by, set un a most melancholy wailing, 
beseeching us for food ; some 50 of thom 
waded ont int» tho stream up to their 
waists, stretching out their arms trying in 
every way to moto our pity. Amongst the 
number was a venerable old. man of more 
than 70 summers, Jt was a most touching 
sight, and J am convinced: that if those in 
Hongkong who have sv liberally subscribed 
towards thu fund for-sending them relicf 
had but seen this one sight they would will- 
ingly have doubled their contributions. 

On Friday las} 1 met the Revs, Pearce 
and Bone, who have just returned from the 
North River. From their account it seems 
evident the greatest distress prevails in the 
extensive plain lying between the -North 
River and that branch of the North West 
River which run up by the Sz-ui city.

FOREIGN CONSULS IN UPPER 
BURMAH. 

The Mandalay correspondent of the 
Rangoow Gazette, writing un the 26th June, 
gives soma intersting particulars regarding 
the presence of foreign representatives at 
the Court of King Lheebaw ;— 

By lest mail it was reported at the Palace 
that a German -Consul was actually at 
Rangoon, only waitiug for further orders 
from his Government, and that the Com- 
mercial treaty between His Majesty the 
King of Prussia and His Majesty tho Lord 
of the Rising Sun, Theebaw, was uot only 
concluded but had been duly ratified: so 
all Mandalay are looking out with anaious 
eyes for this new Consul. The adveut of 
the French Consul wns at one time looked 
upon with great anxiety by every one hero, 
and great changes and reforms were ax- 
pected in Upper Burma as the outcome: of 
the advico and friendship between the 
French representative and the wise Min- 
isters of the Court-of King Theebaw, bat 
alas! tho advent is now past and the Frenoh 
Consul is now over three. months in 
Mandalay. and he is no‘bettor than any 
ordinary French employes of the King. 
At firet his letters were promptly attended 
to by the Court but when he began to take 
up the cause of his cuuntrymen in the 
servico of the Burmoso Governmont, ‘that 
their wages of twenty months might be paid 
and other friendly matters, the wise Minis- 
ters began.to louk at one another and re- 
marked “that theyedid not got this Consul 
‘here to dictute. to them, and-hence his 
epistle was shelved. Mons, Haas, in the 
meantime, ia taking things pretty easy; he 
rides about with his Secretary, who is also 
employed as a Bugle Instructor to the 
Burmese Army, - with - two chuprassees 
following. The French Consulate is on the 
main road Jeading from the centre gute of 
the city, the lata Kampet Menghee’s garden 
heuse; there is a flagetaff on which the 
French flag is hoisted daily. The Bfinis- 
ters have provided the Consul with o guard 
of-honor, Lut-the headman has tu. report 
daily to the Kinwoon Moenghe, whe 
visits tho’ Consulate, what letters go in 
and out, and the Consul’s movements are 
closely watched. A Registry book is kept 
at the Consulate snd those who wish 
to pluce themselves under the protection 
of the Frenck Govornment are to register 
their names, and I] hear that quite a 
number hve done to. There is to be a 
grand national feta to be given at the 
Conswlaty on the lth’ July and Mons. 
Haas has invited atl Mandalay and his wife 
tofeast with him. 4s a private gentleman 
Mons. Huas is a most polite, agreeable and 
friondly man, and his aim and object is 
to be friends with all ; 

There seems to by a panic among the 
Mi: isters and they ate in a fix shout takin, 
Mons. Haas.befure Theebaw. The Oonsu! 
has,-I am informed, agreed to unboot 
before the King as ho wishes to have his 
say with the King Now. the Ministors 
are anxious to know what the nature of 
Mons. Hass’ converation is likely. to be 
with him, and thoy are afraid the French 
Consui will enlighten the King a little 
imore than they wish him te do, ' 8o-this 
is how the matter stands. The, Consul 
cannot go in with a privats interpreter of 
his own, but: he must be content with one 
of the Woundouke, who is a good French 
scholar and can do all the re.dfal, which 
means that he will aly interpret so much 
as.will please His Majesty and. ne more, 
No doubt the interviow betweep the King 
and the Consul will be.a- very interésting 
one, and should it ever some- off your 
readers shall have a fall report. .
